volt. Nor did they forget the friendthip of the 
King of England, whom they repretented asa 
foe impatient to fall upon Brittany, on the firlt 
intimation fromthe Prince. Ina werd, thele 
detettable countries found means to flifle the voice 
of nature, acd to diflolve its mott tender recol- 
lectioas. Weaknefs now aflumed all the atroci- 
oulnels of guilt; and every day itrengthened it 
in a character which was the tportof peridy and 
malice.

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A TALE OF WO#. 


UNWALO Downs, which farm the eaftern fide of 
Mounts Bay, ftretching out towards the Lizard Point, 

lie on the top of a very high, fteep, and long extended 
cliff, which, during a greatpart of the year, is inceflantly 
beaten by @ tremenduous furge driven from the Bay of 
Bifcay by an almof conftant we wind. During the 
fpace of many miles, there is no inlet to the land ; but the 
face of the cliff is occupied, towards the top, by fea birds ; 
and the bottom, where there are many caverns, is ufually 
the refort of feals. One flormy winter’s night, fignals of 
diftrefs were obferved, and a large fhip, which had been 
driven under the cliffs, was known to be loft. Such an 
incident on that coaft was by no means unufual; and in 
the morning, the people aflembling on the Downs, to look 
if any remains of the veffel were floating on the waves, 
were thocked at hearing loud and united cries and groans 
from perfons below the cliff. They knew that thefe muft 
come from fome’cave which the fhipwrecked people had 
found means to attain; for the tide left no beach; and 
they knew, too, the impoflibility of helping them, as no 
boat could venture in fuch weather, under fuch a cliff. 
The cries, howeyer, continuing, they tried, by letting 
down bafkets with ropes in different places, to afford 


relief, but in vain; for the over-hanging cliff prevented, 


the fufferers from reaching what was meant for their 
relief. In fhort, during three days the fame maurnful 
noife was heard; it grew then weaker by degrees, till 
hunger and fatigue probably clofed the wretched fcene. 
Maay of the feal holes were afterwards fearched for thefe 
haplefs mariners, but in vain, The furf had probably 
wathed away and difperfed the remaigs.

THE GHOST, 


An account of a remarkable effort to secover liberty, and

N=#48 the ciofe of the month of July r790, the thip 

Broot, Sanue} Oliver commander, leit the LIfland of 
Antigua, on her paflage to Europe, The veilel had noe 
been many days at fea, before one of the {feamen, on hip 
watch, was alarmed with the appearance of fomething, 
which he fancied to be no other than a Ghoft : he commu. 
nicated what he had faw, or fuppoied io have feen, to his 
mei{mate. 

A few nights had now pafled fince the terror-Mricken 
failor had divulged his tale, when he, as well as his fel. 
lows en the watch, were@larmed by the felf fame appen- 
tion: It moved, according to the account they gave te the 
chief mate on the relief of the watch, in flow fpace all 
round the forecaitle ; and efter continuing fometime there, 
vanifhed behind the windlafs. The mate afle@ed to 
laugh at the account; neverthelefs he had his fears; and it 
was agreed on that himfelf, together with the boatfwain 
and feveral other ftout-hearted fellows, thould affift the 
waich to difcover, if poflible, what it was which had fo 
much alarmed the greateft part of the crew. The main 
deck was accordingly walked by thele heroes, night after 
night, without the ghoft meking its: appearance. Having 
been upwards of twenty days at fea, the weather in the 
night became boifterous; the winds blew; the thunder 
rolled awfully, and the lightning flathed terrifically vivid ; 
all hands wese called up to affiit the thip by their labors; 
and in the midft of their profefiional employ the ghoft again 
made its appearance ; and it was now {eco by the whole 
crew (the captain excepied): Oue of thofe employed on 
the quarter deck ruthed forwards towards the fappofed 
phantom ; and at the inilant it feemed within his grafp, a 
tlafh of lightning of the moft tremendous fort covered it 
from his fight : This was feen by the men on the yards, 
who were reefing the feveral fails, and who, one and all, 
declared it could be no other than the devil, os he funk 
from the attempt of the failor in a flath ef fire, Several of 
the failore were pofitive it could be no other than the evil {pi. 
rit,for reafons to themthe moft fufficient ; that they milled 
their beef, their bifcuit, and their grog, whenever all hands 
were called on deck ; that they had alfo heard that ghofs 
could neither eat nor drink; and what confirmed’«them 
ttronger in their belief of it being no other than Jueiler 
himielf was, from its vanifhing the preceding night ina 
flame of fire; and fome of them weie not wanting to give

The affair of the ghoft had now become ferious, and the 
mate accordingly determined on*acquainting the captain 
with the whole bubnefs on the following day: This being 
accordingly done, the captain heard the relation with fome 
furprife, snd communieated the;myferions account to bis 
paflengers, afking them at the fame-time their advice, It 
was agreed upon to walk the deck that night, and there 
form their opimon of the tuth of the report: They. began 
their march about.ten, and continued it until the break of 
day; the gheit or devil did sot appear; and bringing to 
mind what has been faid by fome ef our greaeft poets, 
that the troubled fpirits haunt our region but while dark 
nefs and ubfcurity fill the void, they retired to their beds, 
probably well fatisfied with the event of their watch, 
The captain and pafleugers now put down the whole fery 
as no other than the eileét of imagination in the crew; 
But the men were not to be thus amufed out of an opini- 
on which they all firmly believed ; and they ftill perhited 

to heighten 
their credulity ill more, wasan event % had taken 
place but a few hours betore; ‘* wo blank aually 
gone from their hammocks,” This excited ee a 
aud the captain, fiuding it would be @iftieult to preval 
over their prejudices, offered a reward to him or thea 
who would difcover who or what this devil was. A fel 
low who had, through the whote of this fingular aifauy 
appeared lets alarmed than the reft, was the firft to under 
take the bufinefs ; and the others of the fhip’s coupany ree 
dily agreed to afliit in the difcovery, To work they weal, 
when, atter having moved upwaids of forty hogtheads of 
fugar, the fpirit was difcovered afleep in an empty water 
butt: It was no other chan a Negro Man, ofabout twenty 
years of age, who, with a view of recovering his liberty; 
had there fecreted himielf, His tory, when brought into 
the cabin, was nearly as follows: That he belonged to? 
Mr Alexander Coates, thip builder, in the town of S 
Jobn’s; that his matter having fent him in a caude to gt 
turtie-grals, and put it on board this veffel, he accordingly 





did io; and it being the duik of the evening when he d& 
| lvcved it, a thought Atuck him, tha: feck am opportumy 
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would probably never offer again for his getting to Eu- 
gind; be therefore flipped down a rope which wes hang- 
ing over the ftern, put Lis jacket into the canoe, and keep- 
ing bold of the flern rope, cut his boat adrift, and afcend- 
ed the veflel undifcovered, He uow crept into the fore 
hatchway, and got into the hold, where, finding the empty 
water-calk, he took out its head, and therein he fecreied

THE AMERICAN COMMISSONERS. 

By accounts received, via Norfolk, from Glafgow, in 
the thip Alexander, Captain Geary, who lett Glafgow on 
the 24th November, and brings London accounts to 
November 21, we find, if the Paris article be genuine, 
that our Commitlioaers have had an audience, however 
unfavorable, fince that at which their credentials were de- 
Avered. 





On the 5th iaft. the brig Sally, Jofeph H. Akins, maf- 
er, arrived in Rebellion Road, (Charleflua, $,C.) in 53 
days trom Bourdeaux. . 

Capt. Akins left Bourdeaux on the gth of November, 
Four days before he failed, Capt. Woodman, of the brig 
Aurora, of Charlefton, then in Bourdeaux, received the 
following letter from Gen, Pinckney--- 


* Panis, O&ober g. 1797- 

4* Sir,---As it is poflible our negociations with this Re- 
public may sot have a favorable iffue, and that my col- 
leagues and myfeif may be ordered to leave France, and as 
1 underttand you are bound to Charlefton, where I would 
with te go wih my wife, daughter, fecretary, and perbaps 
two other gentlemen; J fhould be glad to know it you 
take paflengers, and Pave accommodations for them, and 
what are your terms, and the !ateft time you fail, Be fo 
good as to write me. This is notto be confidered as an 
engagement to go ia the Aurora, but merely as a letter re- 

ing information, I remain, very refpeétfully, your 
moft obedient fervant, Cuaries C. Pincxnay. 
Capt. Woodman. 


N. B. I think the Aurora is a fhip; thould fhe not be 
aecommodated for pailengers, ean you inform of any veffel 
at Bontdeaux that is, and about to fail on the aoth Nov, 
for Charlefton, or near it.’” 


As Capt. A, pofitively afferts, that the letter from Gen. 
Pinckuey was received bat 4 days before he failed, it is 
probable that there is amiftake in the date of the copy of 
the General’s letter, and that it ought*to be the 2gth of 
Oober inftead of the gth, which would be five days, the 
time the couriers take to go from Paris to Bourdeaux. The 
poitfcript to the letter, we think, confirms this opinion ; 
for if the General expedted to be ordered away early in 
Oftober, hé would hardly put off his voyage to the 2oth 
November. 


As Capt, Woodman would not be ready to fail in lefs 
than co days, Capt. Akins thinks it probable, that in cafe 
the Commiffioners are ordered cway, Gen. Pinckney will 
ative ia Capt, Woodham’s veffe!, 


In confequence of this information, the American mer- 
chants im Bourdeaux were much alarmed, and they had 
been advifed to get their property out of France as foon as 
pofbie, as there was a general opinion prevailing, that 
there would be a iupture between France and this 
country, 

Extra of a letter from Mr, Fenwick, American Conful at 
Bourdeaux, .to his corsefpondent in Chalefton, dated 
oth November, 

_ “ In confequence of the hoftile appearances with Amer-
